The author of 
Mr. Kimumé!’s troubles is Mr. Frederick Kapp, former- 
ly a lawyer in New York, and a writer of note, but lat- 
terly a resident of Berlin, where he has been 
chosen a member of the German Parliament,

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THE RELIGIOUS CONFLICTS IN EUROPE 
The religious developments in Europe, espe- 
cially as involved in the pending struggle be- 
tween the Church (Roman Catholic) and State, 
are beginning to assume extraordinary impor- 
‘tance. We have already seen their effect in Eng- 
land, where Mr. Gladstone's Irish University 
bill, which was in reality only a compromise of- 
fered to settle this vexed question, has resulted 
in a defeat of the Liberal party, and probably 
slso in a dissolution of Parliament. In Switzer- 
land the struggle is raging with extreme 
bitterness, and has resulted in the banishment 
of Monseigneur Mermillod, the violently Ulira- 
montane Bishop of Geneva, as well as in a 
furious controversy between rival parties of 
Catholics in Basle. The Geneva difficulty is an 
interesting one. During the annexation of 
Geneva to France, under Napoleon L., it formed 
part of the French diocese of Chambery, but, on 
its restoration to Switzerland, it was transferred 
to the Swiss diocese of Lausanne and Freiburg. 
4 few months ago, evidently with the purpose 
of rewarding Mgr. Mermillod, who is an 
altra infallibilist, the Pope made Geneva 
& separate Vicariate, without consulting 
the civil authorities, thus separating it 
from the episcopal jurisdiction of the Bishop of 
Lausanne. The Council of State refused to 
"ecognize Mgr. Mermiliod in his new capacity of 
 Viear Apostolic, while the Bishop of Lausanne | 
was compelled by orders from Rome to decline 
to exercise episcopal functions in Geneva.

When this brief was announced by the Papal 
Wuncio at Berne to the Federal Council, they 
declined to acknowledge it, or the right of the 
Holy See to dismember a Swiss diocese, without 
the agreement of the civil power according to 
the Concordat of 1819. Mgr. Mermillod was in- 
formed of this decision, and was also told that 
he must either resign his new appointment or 
leave the country. Saturday, Feb. 15, was 
fixed as the time by which he must quit 
the exercise of his office.

This great struggle between Church and State 
which is now going on in Germany, England, 
and Switzerland, will be watched with more than 
usual interest, not only by religionists, but by 
all who are interested in political questions ant 
the administration of government. It mvolves 
the great question of freedom of thought and 
opinion, If the liberal element is successful, it 
must compel the Church to confine its jurisdic- 
tion ‘to spiritual matters; if unsuccessful, it 
prepares the way of that worst and most intol- 
erant of all forms of government—a religious 
eutocracy. 

RATIONALISM VS. CHRISTIANITY. 

Mr. Hiram P. Crozier furnishes to the Golden 
Age the most rational defense of Christianity 
against the assaults Of Rationalism that has lately 
appeared. It is areply to Mr. Francis E. Abbot's 
“Impeachment of Christianity,” published 
originally in the Toledo Inder, and subsequent- 
ly reproduced in pamphlet form. Mr, Ab- 
bot’s impeachment embodies twenty counts, 
the more important of which charged that Chris-_ 
tianity is the great organized superstition of the 
Western World; that it isthe great enemy of 
science, retarding the spread of the knowledge 
of Nature; that it is an obstacle to civilization ; 
that it teaches that the virtues of the Savior can 
be a substitute for the virtues of the saved; that 
it spreads gloom over myriads of minds 
by a horrible theology; that it commands 
supreme love to be rendered to a God 
altogether unlovely; that it proclaims ideas of 
God which would drive every reflecting mind 
into atheism were it not that modern knowledge 
furnishes the elements of afar higher idea of 
God, ete., etc. 

Mr. Crozier meets those charges and many 
others by replying that, if they were all true 
(which he does not admit), they would prove 
nothing against Christianity at its fountain- 
head, however they might impeach the channels 
through which it has flowed. They may impeach 
Calvinism, Catholicism, or any other ism going, 
but cannot impeach Jesus of Nazareth or the 
doctrines taught by him. To the specific alle- 
gations of Mr. Abbott he opposes the sayings 
and doings of Jesus, with more perspicuity and 
less dogmatism than is usually found in relig- 
ious controversy, and the argument thus. far is 
assuredly on his side. | 

In one point, however, he migstates, or rather 
fails to state, the real position of his adversa- 
ries. He accuses them of applying tests to 
Christianity which are not applied to any other | 
religion, to any system of philosophy, science, | 
or branch of thought. “When treating of 
Brabminism or Parseeism,” he says, ‘‘ they ap- 
ply the scientific method. Even a few grains of 
wheat in Epictetus, or Marcus Aurelius, or Plato, 
orsome moknown seer or sybil, they sift out 
of the sbounding chaff and magnify as 
the seed corn of humanity, without 
which the souls of the race would 
perish for want of nutriment. But when they 
approach Christianity the scientific method is

They hold that 
if there ie any hidden law that a man must con- 
tinue to live against his wishes, then it is alsoa 
duty to bear pain without the employment of 
sedatives, to be rained on and catch cold instead 
of using umbrellas, and to submit to all other 
trials and tribulations which Nature may 
impose upon us, without availing our- 
selves of any of the preventives or 
restoratives that have been invented 
for the alleviation of mortal pangs. Mr. Tolle- 
mache has not failed to notice that those who 
have a horror of suicide frequently encounter 
death as,a matter of duty without flinching. 
This is probably the reason why he is snxious 
to establish duty as a moving cause for suicide, 
and thereby render it more popular. It would 
not be difficult to demonstrate the falsity of 
Mr. Tollemache’s reasoning. It would only be 
to go over the old arguments with 


Pagan idea of death in general and suicide 
in particular. It is not necessary to do this, for 
the reductio ad absurdem quickly suggests itself 
to most well-regulated minds nowadays, As 
the London Spectator observes, ‘If life is not a 
trust, which we have no right tolay down at 
our own discretion, a totally new and most dan- 
gerous class of questions, which might acquire 
the most serious significance for any nation 
that entertained them, would at once arise.” 
Prof. Newman instances ag a case where 
killing, or self-killing, would be justifiable, that: 
of ‘“‘a party forced to travel rapidly through 
forest or desert, where one of them suddenly 
fails in strength. If the rest stay to carry him, 
all will perish. They reluctantly leave him 
behind. Sometimes he begs to be killed, lest he 
perish by slow starvation or by vermin devour- 
ing him. The facts, I confess, led meto the 
conviction that we overstrain our reluctance to 
shorten life.” This case occurred to him, he 
says, in reading the travels of Mungo Park, or. 
accounts of the North American Indians. Why 
he should have gone so far as Mungo Park, or 
the North American Indians, is a puzzle. Every 
battle fought by two armies leaves a multitude 
of wounded men who, the surgeons know per-. 
fectly well, cannot possible recover, and who 
suffer excessive pain while they linger. 
Of course, they have the same right to 
commit suicide that the helpless traveler has. 
Andif they bave this right, then the surgeons 
have the right to furnish the means for suicide 
—a logical deduction which Mr. Tollemache 
makes a part of the system of Euthanasia. And 
not to go so far as the battle-field, there are 
multitudes of cases in the hospitals where the 
physicians know that death is the only possible 


ble. Should these, also, be furnished with the 
means of putting an end to their own lives? 
Yes, says Mr, Tollemache. From this 
point the inquiry extends to idiots and 
lunatics, confirmed drunkards, and aged 
persons who have become a_ burden 
to themselves and others. Indeed, it is hard to 
find the place to stop, and herein consists the 
practical refutation of the doctrine. Once admit 
that there is any place where suicide is justifia- 
ble, and we enter upon a broad and ever-widen- 
ing sea of self-murder, in whith all notions of s 
Divine ordering of the universe and ail concep- 
tions of human duty are lost and dissipated. 


FACILITIES FOR MARRIAGE. 

It is not so difficult matter to get married in 
this country as some people suppose. Several 
decisions in other States, and now a very 
unequivocal opinion from Judge Farwell, of the 
Cook County Circuit Court, establish the fact 
that it is not absolutely necessary to employ 
priest. or magistrate to seal the bond of 
matrimony in the eyes of the law. 
Some weeks ago, it will be remembered, 
an interesting case was brought in Judge Far- 
well’s Court, in which one Nellie Post applied to 
be. appointed executrix of the estate of Silas 
Post, deceased, claiming that she was his widow, 
though she had never been formally married. 
The evidence showed that the man and woman 
had lived together for years, that their relatives 
had caused proceedings to be instituted against 
them for open adultery, and they had frequent- 
ly wvepresented that they were married. 
But the evidence failed to establish the 
necessary connection between a promise or 
agreement of marriage and the consummation 
of the vows as a sequence, Judge Farwell held, 
therefore, that there had been no marriage in 
this case, and denied the plaintiff's petition. He 
took oceasion at that trial, however, to state it 
as a well-defined principle of the law, that a 
formal marriage ceremony was by no means 
necessary to constitute the legal bond of matri- 
mony. He regretted that the case before him 
did not offer evidence that Silas Post and Nellie 
Post had taken each other to be man and wife, 
and then lived together under this plain con- 
tract, but he could not undertake to confuse 
adultery with marital relations. | 

It was but ashort time after, that another 
case of a somewhat similar nature came before 
Judge Farwell, and he has just decided that 
there was a marriage in this instance, though no 
formal ceremony had takeu place. One Jacob 
Schmidt, in the fall of 1871, inquired of some 
Danish people named Corson if they knew of a 
good girl whom he could get ass wife. They 
introduced him to Anna Jacobson, and the two 
agreed that they would be married. Then 
After the fire, Schmidt took a house on the West 
Side, and Anna went to live with him, he promis- 
ing to marry her. She repeatedly requested 
him to fulfill his promise, and, one day, he 
brought a German to the house and held a con-

liked Jacobson. She replied in the affirma- 
tive. He then resumed the conversation 
in German, and went away. After the friend 
had gone, Jacobson represented to the girl 
that they had been married, and thence- 
forth they lived together as man and wife. 
Jacobson wrote a letter home to his mother in 
Germany, informing her, as he told Anna, that 
they were married, and asking her to sign the 
letter conjointly with him, which she did, though 
she could not read the letter. A reply was sub-

In its commenis 
upon the corruptibility of American politicians 
it confines itself mainly to the effect upon democ- 
racy, and justly assumes that nothing can be 
more disheartening to radicals, or to any men 
who believe in self-government, than these 
revelations of corruption. From this stand- 
point it argues the inevitable results which 
must flow from such corruptions unless they are 
checked. Assuming that democracy is in- 
corrupt, if it can not or does not 
care to find representatives who are honest, then 
democracy is dead before it has well been bora. 
Tbe men who will sell concessions will sell con- 
tracts, and, ‘“‘ under our modern civilization, the 
very life.of a vation may depend upon the 
honest performance of contracts upon ship- 
rivets, and soldiers’ boots, and the quality of 
powder, and the step from furnishing boots of 
paper to betraying an expedition is a very short 
oné.” This practice having become general, 
the work of legislation is sure to fall to men 
who make a trade of it, and, profiting by it, give | 
their whole attention to it, and create a huge 
monopoly. Thus the control of a great coun- 
try, like the control of a city, may pass into 
the hands of a Ring, and all good or 
far-sighted men in such an event must give up 
the democratic cause as a hopeless fallacy. 
Gloomy as this train of reasoning may be, it is 
none the less logical, and not only logical but 
practical. The Spectator is not propounding a 
theory but stating a fact, which must result 
from these corruptions, sooner or later, if they 
are allowed to go on unchecked and gather 
head, as in the case of Credit Mobilier, and the 
election frands, in the face of which such 
men as Pomeroy arc allowed to retain their 
places in the National Legislature, and such 
men as Caldwell demand to be excused 
because they did not bribe as many 
voters as they had votes. Noone can tell how 
long the War of the Rebellion was prolonged by 
shoddy contracts and sawdust bombs, but those 
were made at a time when frand and corruption 
had not been legitimatized by the forma! action 
of Congress, and the National standard of moral- 
ity had not been lowered by votes of Congress- 
men and public banquets tendered to men 
proven guilty of corruption. It is impossible at 
present to regard the idea of war with a foreign 
power with any degree of complacency. Job- 
bery and swindling in contracts have al- 
ready reduced our navy to a comparative 
nullity. How much better off would the army 
be, in case of war, now that Congress has done 
its best to debauch the public morals, and estab- 
lish the fact that corruption may be practised 
with immunity ? 
The only gleam of hope, of course, lies in the 
incorruptibility of the people. If the people 
acquiésce in these corruptions, the struggle is 
at an end; if they do not, there is hope for 
better things. As the Speciator says: “ A nation 
may fall into the hands of a corrupt class as into 
the hands of a corrupt King, and yet remain 
itself uncorrupted. That certainly happened |

_ PHILOSOPHY FROM YOUNG CHICKENS. 

The instinct of animals is a subject that has 
been comparatively neglected by the psycholo- 
gists. The disposition of modern investigators 
has been to deny the existence of the “blind 
sight” in which the world generally puts its 
faith, because it is held to be unscientific to 
accept as inexplicable that which further re- 
search may sometimes trace to natural causes. 
The doctrine of many savans, therefore, has 
been that what we call instinct is nothing but 
the result of experience, acquired in éo short 
time as to make it imperceptible even to the 
closest observation. Yet this has been so 
far & mere assertion, unconfirmed by positive 
demonstration, and accepted simply because it is 
more in accord with the exactness of science 
than the theory of intuition would be. Mr. 
Douglas A. Spalding has a paper in the last num- 
ber of Macmillan’s Magazine, based upon some 
éurious and interesting experiments which he . 
has made with young animals. The theory of 
experience asan explanation of instinct holds, 
for instance, that distances cannot be taken in by 
the eye, but can only be estimated by going over 
the ground until it becomes familiar; and that 
sound is but meaningless sensation at 
first, the direction and character of which can 
only be determined through reiteration and tests 
To test this theory, Mr. Spalding resolved to 
take the youngest of animals, render them blind 
and deaf from birth, and watch their actions un- 
assisted by their maternal preceptors. 

The most interesting of the experiments were 
made with young chickens, artificially hatched. 
Before escaping from their shells, the little 
creatures had their heads completely hooded, or 
their ears closed with wax, or both, rendering 
them blind or deaf, or both blind and deaf. The 
hoods were kept on their heads for various 
lengths of time, from a few hours to three and 
four days, and, when released, their ac- 
tions were noted with the minuteness 
of acourt journal. They were usually set free 
on a table, with insects dead and alive distrib- 
uted about them. At first they were surprised, 
but often at the end of two minutes their eyes 
would follow the movements of the insects, 
“ turning their heads with the precision of an 
old fowl.” They pecked away, after a few 
moments, at the smallest specs, which they never 
missed by more than a hair’s breadth. Oneof 
the little victims, after being hooded for three 
days, sat and chirped for six minutes, then fol- 
lowed the movements of a fly at a distance of 
twelve inches, made a peck at its own toes first, 
and, the next instant, a vigorous dart at the fly, 
which it seized and swallowed at first stroke. 
It was then placed on rongh ground 
not far from a hen with a brood of chickens of 
its own age. It stood chirping for about a min- 
ute, and then made its way straight to the 
brood, requiring no guiding, avoiding the 
stones, and leaping over the smaller obstacles 
that lay inits path. This was the first time it 
had ever walked. Nine different chickens, 
hatched in a flannel bag, and kept there for two 
days, were separately placed some nine or ten 
feet from a box in which were concealed a hen 
and her chicks. Each one of them, after 
standing a moment, set off straight for the boxin 
answer to the hen’s call,—a sound they had 
never heard before. Even chicks rendered 
absolutely deaf by wax in their ears, went di- 
rectly to the mother as soon as the wax was 
taken away. The instinct of fear was tested 
with a young hawk. It was madeto fly over a 
brood of “‘ self-made” chicks, which took refuge 
in the grass and bushes in the twinkling of an 
eye. A young turkey, which had been adopted 
while still in an uncracked shell, was _ sitting on 
the table abont the twelfth day of its existence, 
comfortably eating its frugal meal from Mr. 
Spaiding’s hand, when it heard the shrill chirp 
of the young hawk confined in the closet. “‘ Like 
an arrow, the poor turkey shot to the other side 
of the room, and stood there motionless and 
dumb with fear, until the hawk gave a second 
cry, when it darted out at the open door right to 
the extreme end of the passage, and there, 
silent and crouched in a corner, remained for 
ten minutes. Several times during the course 
of that day it again heard these alarming 
sounds, and in every instance with similar 
manifestations of fear.” Mr. Spalding has 
observed young chicks dressing their wings 
when but a few hoursold. “Scratching,” which, 
might easily be a matter of imitation, is com- 
menced by chicks a few days old, which have 
never seen that operation performed. A pecu- 
liarity of turkeys is the manner in which they 
catch flies, approaching them stealthily, after 
the fashion of a cat catching a mouse, and then 
suddenly plunging at them. A young turkey, 
but a day-and-a-half old, was found to employ 
the same modus operandi ; and a brood of young 
turkeys hatched by a hen did the same thing. 
This could not have been the result of imitation, 
for there were no other turkeys on the place, 
and chickens do not catch flies in that way. The 
chickens have an instinct of following, which 
they develop immediately, following a hand 
around a table, or following the man who has 
cared for them. It is curious to note, however, 
that these young animals seem to lose their early 
instincts if they are kept blinded or deafened 
too long. 

Mr. Spalding notices Mr. Herbert Spencer's 
theory of inherited acquisition as a possible ex- 
planation of the mystery of instinct.
